A. That pretence of better Edification is no 
fufficient Excufe for feparating from the Efta- 
blifhed Church, we need not prove, fince the moft 
feading Men among the Noncontormift Teachers 
have frequently owned it in their Writings. 
Edification, which we believe is the Querift s Cate, 
He precends to hear more pathetick Difcourfes 
at the meetings than at Churches. Nodoubr it 
is eicber the Vehemence of the Preacher or the 
Tone of his Voice that thus Affects him ; which 
things are to weak People more taking than the 
moft Solid and Subftanma!l Keafoning, when de- 


livered (as itought to be) with Graviry and 
Sedatenefs. He ought then to confider that 
thofe Affections, which are railed by a Serious 
Confideration of the Motives to Holinefs, are of 
great ufe for Edification ; but the fudden Heats 
and Warmth, which are railed by any Art of the 
Preacher and not from any Weight of Reafon 
ufed by him, are far from being a Sign of E- 
dification, fince they often happen in the worft 
of Men; nay, are often owing to the Change 
of Air, or to a Brisk Motion of the Humours 
of the Body, or other natural Caufes: Befides, 
neither the Minifters of the Eftablifh’d Church, 
nor of the Diffenters, have all the fame Voice; 
nor the fame Temper, nor the fame Talents; 
and therefore this Argument affects both equally: 
though the Querift is fo unfortunate as to ob- 
ject againft that in oarClergy, for which they have 
the moft eminently diftinguithed themfelyes over 
all Chriftendom, viz. their Preaching. To the 
other Part of the Queftion, we anfwer that 
Schifm is a Sin, by which any one (however Or- 
thodox as to his Faith ) do's openly and willfnlly 
difturb the Peace and Unity in the Church. 
Schifm is oppofed to Unity, as Herefy is to Faith. 
Whoever do's without a Cogent Neceffity for ir, 
either refufe Obedience to the Churches Authority, 
or with Contempt abfent himfelf from its Affem- 
blies gathered togather for the fake of Gods Wor- 
fhip is a notorions Schismatick ; but fo is not he 
that feparates from a Church which impofes Sin- 
fall! Terms of Communion, as the Church of 
Rome does upon all that are under her Jurisdict.
